NEW  YORK.  May  4  (/P)  — Most  brilliant  star  in  forty 
years,  formed  by  the  planets  V enus  and  Mars  stand- 
ing apparently  side  by  aide,  will  be  vieible  In  the 
Western  «ky  at  4  p.m  (P  S  T.).  May  7.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  since  1898  that  two  major  planets  have  come  so 
close  together.  The  time  to  begin  watching  the  unustial 
approach  is  tomorrow  night.  The  two  stars  then*Will  be 
close  together,  noticeably  closer  on  the  sixth,  and  on  the 
two  ni^te  after  May  7  will  separate  at  the  tame  rate  as 
their  approach.  Venus  is  moving;  up  from  the  sun.  Mars 
down  toward  the  sun.  Actually,  in  the  heavens,  they  will 
h4  80,000.000  miles  apart.  Mara  will  pass,  at  that  <fistance, 
ahnoat  directly  bebind  Veniia.

A  survey  conducted  by  the  Ontario  Research 
Foundation  has  brought  to  light  a  threat  against

be  dlsmi.s.sed  lightly.  The  F'oundatlon'has  found 
that  Southern  pine  developments  and  prospects 
in  the  United  States  are  such  that  a  large  part 
of  the  market  there  for  newspfitit  and  bleached 
sulphite  pulp,  now  largely  supplied  from  Canada, 
might  be  .supplied  from  domestic  production. 
Several  barriers  to  the  use  of  Southern  pine 
have  been  removed  by  experimentation.  Pro- 
cesses have  been  developed  to  overcome  the  dlfll- 
( ultles  arising  from  high  resin  content  and  to 
remove  the  yellow  discoloration  that  had  been 
HnillHig  the  usefulness  of  the  manufactured  pro- 
duct. New.sprint  and  sulphite  bulp  produced  by 
two  experimental  plants  from  Sputhem  pine  are 
Said  to  compare  favorably  with  paper  and  pulp 
made  ftom  .opruce  and  other  Northern  wood.*!. 

A  tremendous  supply  of  tioutiiern  pine  is  avail- 
able for  puU>  manufacture,  ample  to  f umleh  the 
whole  of  the  United  State.s  pulpwood  requlre- 
menU  were  the  industry  in  a  position  to  use  it. 
The  growth  of  Southern  pine  la  extremely  rapid, 
a  matter  of  prime  importance  where  su.stalned 
yield  is  being  considered,  and  it  is  estimated  that 
gnkwth  is  from  six  to  ten  times  as  rapid  as  that 
of  Northern  spruce.  Other  advantages  In  the
